The Hertzian -electric earth

Electricity, the basic principle of a!i 


present methods of wireless telegra- 
phy and telephony, does not enter, ex- 
cept as an adjunct, iuto the principles 
of the new method. A. powerful elec- 
tric searchlight is fitted with a com- 
plicated and delicate apparatus, ter- 
minating in a mouthpiece not unlike 
that used OD an ordinary telephone 
box. 
The broad ribbon of radiance 


projected by the lamp serves as a 
wire, and a funnel shaped arrange- 
ment, fitted with a contrivance termi- 
nating in an car cup, takes the place 
of the ordinary telephone receiver. 


In the test messages were sent along 


the rays of tbe searchlight and record- 
«d op to the distance of half a mile. 
BeyoBcl that distance sounds were aa- 
dible, bat counseled words could uot 
be distinguished. Considering tbe im- 
perfections naturally attendant upou a 
first test of the complicated mechanism 
of the Invention, the test was highly 
satisfactory to the inventor. 


lu working upon the "searchlight tel- : 


ephone" the inventor followed literally 
the axiom tljat "light is heat." Tbe 
test wns private, only a few friends of 
the inventor being present. A search- 
light such as is used on the river boats 
was carried up the stream to a point 
where a feed wire of the electric c;u 
line which follows the north bank of 
the river had been tipped in readiness 
for the tost and a wire run down to 
the river bank. The searculi.cln w.is 
connected with the wire, and the boat 
then took tbe receiving apparatus to a 
point on the opposite bank about Imlf 
a mile awsiy. 


When .all was ready, tbo cHrrcut was 


turned on, and after some little trouble 
the other end of the "Hue" was loc-nt- 
ed. Then followed the tests, wliich 
furnish food for conjecture concerning 
the possibilities of tbe invention as re- 
gards ui^lit communication nt sea be- 
tween iiKhlhouses and ships or be- 
tween two vessels or between a bal- 
loon and the earth in time of war o: 
between t'.vo detachments of troops. 
The conversation was one sided, tbe 
boat containing tbe receiving appara- 
tus having no means of sending return 
messages. The Inventor claims, how- 
ever, that In perfecting his device he 
will combine a transmitting apparatus 
with the receiver, thus utilizing one 
shaft of light or single wire, as it 
were, as In modern methods of tele- 
phouy. During the test about 150 mes- 
sages were sent over the "luminous 
wire."
